year and was followed in office by 
Hon. J. C. Bowen.

HONG KONG, Jan. 14—Reports 
abroad that perilous conditions 
exist here were denied today by 
British authorities as General 
Chiang Kai-Shek toured the cen- 
tral China war front in an effort 
te co-ordinate and stiffen resist- 
ance against the Japanese.

THE DEBT “@ROBLEM” 
Despite the moratorium, it s said, 97 per cent 
of Alberta farmers who have mortgaged their 
farms are paying what they can “according to 
crop conditions and individual] ability.” 
This does not mean that 97 per cent of the 


total of interest and instalment claims are being | 


paid; nor that 97 per cent of the owners of 
mortgaged farms are paying something as their 


claims fall due. The statement is that of those | 


whose “crop eonditidns and individual ability” 


make it possible for them to pay in whole or in 
part, 97 per cent are doing so. 

Only the remaining 3 per cent of those tn 
position to pay something, are paying nothing. 

There is nothing surprising in these figures. 
Alberta farmers are not dead beats. And if they 
were, they know that the moratorium does not 
cancel debts, nor reduce them, nor postpone pay- 
ment for ever. Also that while payments are 
deferred the interest goes on accumulating, and 
when the moratorium is lifted the neglected debt 
will be larger than when it was imposed. 

The small minority who could pay but won't 
do not represent the Alberta debt “problem,” 
nor any part of that problem which the public 
need worry about, The day of reckoning will 
arrive for th€m. 

The problem is that great numbers of farmers 
who would pay cannot, because of “crop condi- 
tions and individual ability.’ These also are 
getting further in the mire, as interest accumu- 
lates. They are the ones who need protection, 
who have secured temporary protection under 
the moratorium, and who are bound by the in- 
stinct of self-preservation to see that this pro 
tection is continued until their debts are reduced 
to a point where it will be prospectively possible 
to pay them. 

These, not the debt-dodgers, are the masters 
of the situation. They will remain so until they 
are given a new deal based on “crop conditions 
and individual ability.” They would be traitors 
to their families, to themselves and to common 
sense if they didn’t.

REWARD FOR SAFE DRIVERS 

Almost everything in the wa of fear has 
ben used in an effort to make driving safe, 
one place in the United States going so far as 
to mark the points where accidents had hap- 
pened, by conspicous crosses. The invisible 
danger which is never far away has been 
pointed out persistently from year to year, but 
it has had no great effect, perhaps because 
such a method is negative, rather than positive. 
It is well known the positive is always stronger 
than the negative in teaching anything, and this 
is now being taken advantage of by The National 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Underwriiers, 
New York. 

On Tuesday last this organization decided to 
reward the safe driver by giving him a sub- 
stantial cash award for a perfect twelve month 
driving record. If during that time the driver 
has been altogether free from accident he will 
be given back fifteen per cent of the premium 
he paid for accident insurance. The new scheme 
is to go into effect on February first —Halifax 
Chronicle. 


A VISIT TO ALBERTA 

British Columbia's new minister of trade and 
commerce is off to Alberta to talk things over 
with Premier Aberhart. The head of the Alberta 
Government thinks there should be more friend- 
ly intercourse and more trade between the 
people of the two provinces; and quite likely it 
would be to the benefit of all concerned if there 
were. Even if there are no immediate results 
from the visit, it is a good thing for the two 
governments to confer and see if they can not 
accomplish something by co-operation. 

To some extent Alberta and British Columbia 
are competitors. Alberta ships quantities of 
butter, beef, mutton and poultry to the Coast, 
and these commodities come into competition 
with the product of British Columbia farmers. 
But British Columbia farmers do not supply 
enough, and Vancouver would go hungry with- 
out the Alberta shipments. For the most part, 
however, the economies of the two provinces are 
complementary. Alberta produces grain, which 
should come westward, either for use in British 
Columbia or for export. British Columbia, on 
the other hand, produces lumber, the fruit and 
many of the manufactured goods which Alberta 
needs. Unquestionably it would be an excellent 
thing if this complementary trade could be in- 
creased. 

Alberta has, for quite a number of years, 
recognized Vancouver as its port. During the 
past twelve months or so most of Alberta's grain 
has been going eastward because of adverse 
freight rates on the Pacific, but lately it has 
turned westward again. The ideal situation of 
course, would be to have all Alberta's farm pro- 
ducts seek a market through Pacific Coast ports, 
with return cargoes of imported goods or British 
Columbia products going back through the 
mountains. If Mr. Aberhart and Mr. Asselstine 
can do anything to bring this ideal nearer, their 
conference will be important indeed.—Van- 
couver Daily Province. 


COMMUNISM IN QUEBEC 
(By Harold Dingman in Toronto Globe and Mail) 

There are more Communists in Toronto than 
in Montreal. There are more in Ontario than in 
the Province of Quebec. Even the Communist 
leaders of the French-Canadian province will 
admit this. 

They will tell you also, the Communist move- 
ment in Ontario and the rest of Canada has 
more chances of success than in Quebec. 

In Quebec, the Provincial Government has 
passed special anti-Red laws. The provincial and 
city police stage periodic raids, invade the 
privacy of homes, seize private documents and 
literature, and in some instances padlock private 
premises. 

But it is not because ef this that the Com- 
munists despair of making progress. It is for a 
deeper reason. And it explains al] the noise and 
publicity that has attended the anti-Red drives. 

The answer is that the average French- 
Canadian is so deeply religious and devoted to 
his church that he can not accept Communism. 
And he believes, also, that Communism should 
be crushed—by force, if necessary. Hence the 
padlock law, hence the raids by provincial police. 
Premier Duplessis has not lost popularity be- 
cause of his spectacular drives against Reds. 
Rather has he gained it, 


The padlock ow has ioe approved by an 
overwhelming majority of French-Canadians, 
And if you, as an English-speaking Canadian, 
argue that he is destroying the traditional British 
right of freedom of speech, thought and press 
he regards your argument as nothing short of 
foolish 

“Do you want Communism?” he asks sharply. 

You reply in the negative. You argue and 
reason. You point out that the British have saved 
themselves a lot of trouble and expense by just 
letting the Communists or any one else shoot off 
steam 

“If you don't want it, destroy it,” replies the 
French-Canadian. To him it is against his whole 
conception of life. - 

For centuries, for a thousand years, the 
French, as a race, have followed the teachings 
and the leadership of their church. Religion is 
placed first in their lives. Human welfare, while 
important, is secondary. The French-Canadian 
who is devoted to his church is preparing in 
this life for a life after death. How, then, can he 
accept Communism? 


These are not the saihaaaie of French-Can- 
adians who are not Communists. They are the 
confessions of failure on the part of Communist 
agitators themselves. One of the Communist 
leaders, despairing of the progress he had made, 
said: 

“I have talked to men of Communism and

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Whole-wheat mush 
with cream; stewed raisins.

mashed turnips; green peas; salad of shredded 
lettuce and endive; stewed apricots. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Coddied eggs; 
Melba toast; stewed figs. Lunch: French fried 
parsnips; cooked lettuce; stuffed celery. Dinner: 
Boiled tongue; baked eggplant; string beans 
(canned); ice cream. * 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Crisp waffle, small 
slice of broiled ham; applesauce. Lunch: Canned 
corn; beets; celery and carrot salad. Dinner: 
Cream of spinach soup; °casserole of mutton, 
five-minute cabbage; salad of chopped beets, 
celery and string beans; pineapple whip. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Poached eggs; Melba 
toast; stewed prunes. Lunch: Cooked carrots 
and peas; raw celery. Dinner: Baked sea bass; 
spinach; parsnips; shredded cabbage salad; 
gelatin. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Whole-wheat muf- 
fins; peanut butter; stewed pears. Lunch: 
Baked potato, served with butter; salad of chop- 
ped celery, peas end raw cabbage. Dinner: 
Salisbury steak, baked ground beets; salad of 
cold cooked asparagus; minced prunes in gelatin 
with whipped cream. 

*CASSEROLE OF MUTTON: Purchase mut- 
ton as for stew and remove as much as possible 
of the fat. Place in a casserole with the desired 
amount of carrots and a little chopped parsley, 
adding a cup or more of boiling water. Bake 
until tender, and just before taking from the 
oven mix in about a cupful of small green peas. 
The remaining liquid in the casserole may be 
thickened with dextrinized flour, which is pre- 
pared by browning white flour in a dry pan.

QUESTION—Linda N. writes: “I am inter- 
ested in the subject of reducing but find it hard 
to plan my menus because I do not know which 

| foods are fattening. Will you give me some 
| idea of the ones to avoid?” 
| ANSWER: The cereals, oils, fats, and sugars 
| are the chief “fattening” foods. They possess 
the power to produce fat in an indivdual having 
a tendency to obesity simply because their caloric 
value is so high that they provide the extra food 
| out of which fat is made. The non-starchy vege- 
tables would be excellent for you, also fruits. 
With the vegetables, use a reasonable amount 
| of meat. Potatoes are often avoided by the 
| patient who wants to reduce. However, it must 
be remembered that potatoes are not as starchy 
| as bread, although they do contain enough starch 
so that they are better avoided while reducing. 
A simple rule to follow which will be of benefit 
in reducing is to substitute a second helping of 
vegetables for the usual dessert. The omission of 
starch, sugar, and fat will help to reduce the 
weight, but in order to speed up the process it 
is a good plan to secure vigorous exercise each 
| day. Walking is splendid for the purpose. 

QUESTION—John L. writes: “What causes 
a pain below the eye?” 

ANSWER: Some of the possible causes are an 
abscessed tooth, an infection of the antrum in

On This Date 


[A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

The immediate past and the pres- 
ent prime minister of the Dominion 
have, because they are bachelors, 
relief from one feature of a gossip- 
loving capital in that they have no 
wives concerning whom evil gossip 
can be circulated. An illustration 
lof the sort of thing to which I al- 
lude can be found in the records of 
Ottawa society in 1883. Some woman 
with a poison tongue had in 1879 
started the story that the Princess 
Louise had snubbed Lady Macdon- 
ald because of the obloquy which 
had attached to Sir John arising out 
of the Pacific scandal in 1873; stupid 
on its face since the triumphant en- 
dorsement of Macdonald in Septem- 
ber, 1878, had indicated that the 
people had forgiven him, if the Grit 
leaders had not. This gossip was 
ignored when it first circulated in 
1879, but in the winter of 1882-83 it 
was resumed in more venomous 
form and was even published in 
some of the more bitter Liberal 
newspapers (yes politics were very 
bitter in those days and even wo- 
men were not exempt). 

This gossip came to the ears of 
the Princess Louise who had gone 
to Bermuda on a health seeking trip 
and on: January 14, 1883, her royal 
highness wrote to Sir John: 

“I have been wanting to write ta 
you ever since I saw those 1il- 
natured articles in the papers 
against Lady Macdonald and myself, 
but His Excellency thought that as 
they were such preposperous inven- 
tions that I should leave it alone, 
Now that you have written (on 
official business) I cannot help send- 
| ing you a few lines, having received 
iso much kindness from you and 
Lady Macdonald ever since I first
